DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action responds to the amendment filed on 9/14/2007. 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after the final rejection mailed on 
3/14/2007. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 9/14/2007 has been entered. 

Acknowledgment 

2. The amendment filed on 9/14/2007, responding to the Office action mailed on 
3/14/2006, has been entered. The present Office action is made with all the suggested 
amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office action are 
claims 35-37 and 40-51 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 51 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 51 recites the limitation "said read region" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claim 51 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mabuchi. 

8. Regarding claim 51 , Mabuchi shows (see, e.g., figs. 2 and 3(a)) all aspects of the 
instant invention including a pixel for use in an imaging device, the pixel comprising: 

- A charge collection region DN provided in a substrate 

- A reset region R provided in the substrate, the reset region being adjacent to the 
charge collection DN region for periodically resetting a charge level of the charge 
collection region in response to a reset signal Ad applied to the reset region 

- A reset circuit for providing the reset signal Ad to the reset region R, the circuit 
consisting of a pulsed voltage source and a capacitor connected between the 
voltage source and the reset region 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 35-37 and 40-50 are allowed.
